SAIGON (Reuter). —- The Vietcong and North Vietnamese lost 300 dead yes- 
terday as their big fight for Saigon appeared to be nearing a climax. The battle 
raged throughout the day in the western outskirts. and at a key bridge con- 


trolling ἃ main approach from the south. 


An American 3pokesman said yesterday 
that the guerrillas have to get in more 
reinforcements or be wiped out in the 
Seigon area.. Saigon was. the principal 
target of the assault bit fighting was go- 
ing on in the north of the country. 

With the Vietcone’s second.major attack 


on Saigon this year in its key phase, a 


U.S. spokesman said that since the offen- 
sive began on Sunday 1,559 Vietcong and 


North Vietnamese were killed in the 11. 


provinces immediately surrounding Saigon. 

The battle for the bridge continued 
througbout the day and by evening the 
Communists held ont in a factory. The 
North Vietnamese shelled the South Viet- 
mamese troops guarding the bridge but 
American troops moved in to support 
them. aided by artillery. planes and heli- 
copter gunships. More than 195 bodies of 
the attackers were counted.

the city centre, stretching from the Tan

INDIANAPOLIS (Reuter). --- Senator Rob- 
ert Kennedy was hoping for a convincing 
win in the Indiana Primary Blection yes- 
terday —- anything less could spell dis- 
aster for bis Presidential campaign. The 
Senator, fighting his frst primary, was 
pitted against Senator Eugene McCarthy 
and Indiana Governor Roger Branigin. 

Although the pre-election polls favoured 
Senator Kennedy siignt!y, as many as one- 
third of the State's Democratic voters were 
reported still undecided in the closing days 
of the campaign. 

A defeat —- even a narrow victory — 
for Senator Kennedy weuld strengthen the 
hang of his chief rival, Vice-President 
Hubert Humphrey. who ig not coutesting 
any of the primaries,

— Students marching across Paris 
to protest the closure of the Sorbonne and 
the arrest and injury of fellow students 
clashed last night with police in front of 
the newspaper “Le Figaro.” Seven police 
were injured. 
‘The incident took place about half-way 


up the Champs Elysee as the cortege moved 
towards the Are de Triomphe. 


The students set off to march on the city's . 


student quarter but were turned away by 
police at Boulevard. St. Michel. Police 
shouted through 8. jJoudspeaker that they 
would not interfere as long as the students 
atayed out of the Latin Quarter and ab- 
stained from violence. 

Earlier. yesterday, President de Gaulle 
that violence in ‘the 
streets could not be allowed to continue. 
He gave the warning. to members of the 
recently elected Natioval- -BSteer-: 
ing Committee at the Elysee Palace as 
students threatened further demonstrations 
after one of the bloodiest days of street 


; fighting im living memory. 


Nearly 500 people were injured on Mon- 
day 85 siudents and police fought running 
battles, leaving windows shattered, cars 
purned and wrecked, buses overturned and 
Members of the Steering Committee quo- 
ted General de Gauile as telling them ‘that 
he was deeply convinced that French: oni- 
versities should be modernized. Bot ene- 
mies could not be allowed to settle. im the 
universilies, ‘and violence in the streets 
could not be allowed to continue. This was 
no way to start a dialogue. 

Unrest among French students has spread 
from Nanterre University, where the ad- 
ministration has been under fire for some 
months, to the Sorbonne.

Both King 
Bussein and Premier Talhouni have come

tion of the mission. 
Should, Amman decide to adopt a new 
stand, it would predictably do zo by pro- 


- posing some interim formula, for talks 


which would not appear to be “direct.” 

With Jordan unable to obtain Nasser’s 
packing for its participation in talks, there 
is increasing speculation over the Soviet 
Union's role: whether is simply 
backing Calro’s stand, or is actively en- 
couraging it for its-own reasons —-to pre- 
vent a political settlement and niaintain 
Middle East tension. ᾿ 

It is felt strongly in Jerusalem that a 
move to convene the Security Council or 
General Amembly or on the general Yerael- 
Arab situation would spell the demise of 
the U.N. mission. This. strongly-expressed 
view possibly anticipates such. a move, 
with the ostensible aim of obtaining 2U.N.

U.N. resumes 
J'lem . debate 
UNITED NATIONS, -- Isracl said yeater- 
day that the statements by Jordan before 
the’ U.N. Security Conucil — which resumed 
debate yesterday ‘on the status of Jerusalem 
—~ did not seflect. the mood and wishes of 

the Arab citizens of Jerusalem. 

Israeli “Ambassador Yosef ‘Tekoah -said 
that after years of Hostility, Jews and Arabs 
in’ Jerusalem -“are already living together, 
working together, building: togetber and 
dregming'’ together the dream of peace.” 

Addressing the Council earlier, Jordanian 
Ambbssador Muhammad el-Farre deacribed 
detaits given by Mr. Tekoah last week of 
joint Arab-Jewish housing projects in Je- 
Tusalem as “monstrous ‘falsifications.” 

Mr. 'Tekoah said. the Security Council 
Was going “on and on while tie roar of 
guns, the explosions of mines and the har- 
vest. of “death,” occur ‘along the Israel- 
Jordan ‘cease-fire line, He said Jordan bad 
attacked : Israeli positions and settlements 
“not less: than .25 times” in the past three 

Mr.-Tekoah' reiterated that regular mem- 
bers’ of :the: Syrian and Egyptian armies 
were. using, Jordan .as a base for attacks 
against. Israel. He appcaled to the Council 
to declare .itself .on .the attacks againat 
Israel He charged that Jordan wanted 
“life- to. stop’ and “the wheel turned back 
to “darkness ‘in Jerusalem.” 

Mr, Tekoah' challenged the credentials 
of the ex-mayor of East Jerusalem, saying 
he was -appointed by Amman from among 
12 elected. municipal councillors, and among 
2 popylation.of .more than 60,000 reccived 

1,163 votes,: constituting ἃ fifth in the num- 
ber οὔ -votes received. . 

Mr, el-Farra: cbarged that any faraeli take- 
over, of Arab property in Jerusalem “is in 
complete. violation of international law and 
‘United ‘Nations resolutions.” He said: “The 
Taraelis are-aiming at changing the charac- 
ter and status of Arab property and facing 
the world with a-fait accompli.

Tunisia cuts 
relations 
with Syria 


UNIS, — Accnsing the Syrian diplom- 
atic mission in Tunis of stirring up 
sentiment against the rexime of Presid- 
ent Habib Burguiba, Tunisia yesterday 
broke relations with Damascus. 

A Foreign Ministry communique said 
the Syrian mission “contrary to diplor- 
atic practice, went so ‘ar as to incite 
Tunisian citizens to undertake .stb- 
versive activities against the public-or- 
der of Tunisia.” 

The Tunisian Government also vaig Syr- 
jan President Nureddin el-Atassl had 
“violently attack2d the person of Presideat 
Bourguiba in terms of extreme gravity.” 

The Syrian delegation vas asked to leave 
Tunisia “ag soon as pogsible,” ihe Foragn 
Ministry said.

Cairo frequently on business — he has eub- 
stantial interests in ἃ phosphate plant 
there. He is. usually given an ‘ntervicw 
with Nasser. and is one of the very few 
Americans who have access to the Fgyptian 
leader. 

The State Department believes thal Mr. 
Anderson may have seen Nasser last week. 
Tt is thought that Mr. Anderson will 
probably convey his impressions of any 
interviews to the White House and the 
State Department.

Israeli delegate Judge Ze'ev Zeltner said Russia was guilty of medieval con- 
duct, while the Soviet representative, Mr. Y. A. Ostrovsky, said Judge Zeltner

The Soviet delegate accused the Israeli 
representative of using his resolution to 
cause 2 political diversion. “He is a crimi- 
nal His hands sre smeared with the blood 
of valllions, ike other Israeli criminals,” 
Mr. Ostrovsky said. The Soviet delegate 
said he had spoken of criminals in general 
who had committed crimes against peace 
and humanity and had “come to court with 
τοῖς bands smeared with blood.” 

Judge Zeltner said it had taken the So- 
viet Union aimost 20 years, untll 1966, to 
agree to allowing Soviet Jews to leave 
Russia within the framework of family 
reunion — a basic right under the uni- 
versal declaration of human rights. A few 
hundred had been allowed to leave, but 
this had stopped since the Six Day War. 

“To impose punishment on alleged of- 
fenders’ innocent relatives was an acknow- 
ledged practice of the Middle Ages, but 
seemingly not of the Middle Ages alone,” 
the Israeli delegate said. 

Yesterday's committee meeting had open- 
ed on a similar Soviet-Isracli clash over 
an alleged Soviet attack on Middle East 
“aggressors” earlicr this week. The chair- 
man imposed a {wo-minnte time limit on 
each speaker and rigidly enforced his rule 
— the Israeli deiegate being cut off In mid- 
sentence. 

The conference yesterday urged Israel to 
treat the Arab population in occupied areas 
“In conformity with the Universal Declara- 
tion of Human Rights and the Geneva 
Conventions.” 

A resolution expressing “grave concern at 
Israeli violations of human rights” in Arab 
occupied territories was approved by the 
conference by 42 votes to five. 

The resolution, submitted by Saudi Arabia, 
Sudan and Spain, was adopted after ac- 
ceptance of an Arab-backed amendment 
calling on Israel “to desist forthwith from 
acts of destroying homes of Arab ‘civilian 
populations in areas occupied by Israel.” 

Belgium, Costa Rica, Israel, the U.S. and 
Uruguay voted against the resolution and 
its amendments. Britain, Australia, New 
Zealand and most European, Latin Ameri- 
can and some African delegations abstained.

AL JOLSON SINGS AGAIN 
‘Only natural son’ carries on tradition

LONDON, (Ofns), — 

IROM a low white house in the Lon- 

don suburb of Woodford Green, Es- 
gex (where Winston Churchill used to 
be the local Member of Parliament), 
comes another echo from the past, a 
sound Hike Al Jolson. 

You go in, past a bar in the hall, 
and enter the well-upholstered room from 
which the sound is coming. A short dark 
man with streamlined face and beseech- 
ing gestures ig singing “Rockaby Your 
Baby.” 

Al Jolson Jurior Ig rehearsing with a 


Pianist for his eight-week tour of Britain, _ 


and he ls giving it everything. A thin 


boy with long hair and a brown suit is. 


working ἃ tape recorder. Jolson, 50, Is 
wearing 8. pale hlue vest, khaki trousers, 
and giant dark glasses, δ 

“I'm on my _ knees...” he sobs. His 
gestures are terrific. It's the other Al 
Jolson, star of the world's first talking 
and singing motion picture all over 
again. 

“I only hesitated to bring you in be- 
cause he's 2 little rusty on the voice,” 
says Jolson's publicist. “The main reason 
we're rehearsing him 1s that he's got 
a very low booming voice and _ it's 
tighten’ up a bit, He finds it a little 
difficult to settle down in hotels, 30 he's 
staying out here’ with his British manag- 
er and agent. 

“We're trying to work ‘out what he 


should do on the stage. Should he get 
out and sing all Jolson, or should he 
sing things Jolson didn't sing but vould 
have sung? 

“A man from the Jolson Appreciation 
Society telephoned me yesterday: the 
Jolson movementis that widespread still.” 

Al Jolson, Jun, interrupts his rehearsal, 
and we ga out and sit down besides a 
covered swimming pool. 

“I was born in Brooklyn in 1917," he 
says. “The naine originally was Harry 
Brown, and it was changed in court, I'm 
the only natural son Jolson ever had. I 
first knew I was his son in 1959. This 
was the shock of all shockers, I would 
say. I was living in Phoenix, Arizona, 
at the tle. 

“AS a youngster I used to perform, and 
it was the miost amazing thing: people 
used to say, ‘you sound sike ΑἹ Jolson’. 
I was flattered, because to me he was 
the greatest. 

“My mother, Beatrice Lee. ἃ great sing- 
er and dancer, used to hold a match to 
a cork and then black iny face, L was 
singing the Jolson songs, you know, and 
little did Τὸ realise that I was imperso- 
nating my Dad. 

“Before my mother passed away in 
1961 she pleaded with me to ga on with 
the Jolson act, ‘Carry on’, she said. "This 
ia the name that belongs to you, so 
carry-on.’ Finally I got in the mood and 
became part of this man. I've been sing- 
ing the Jolson songs from Miami Beach 
to California. Right along. I hope 


to work and carry on the name of this 
great mao. Im married and lm ἃ grand- 
father and I have two lovely children 
and all is well. 

“E want to quote one thing to you, 
sir: no one can sing like ΑἹ Jolson, out 
even I, and if a Jittle ὉΠ of his talent 
rubs off onto me, 112 be very happy. 
When I knew I was part of this man 
it was a great thing in my life, I live 
in Hollywood, Callfornla, and my Dad 
is buried about three mites from where I 
live. 

“There's a tremendous monument: I've 
never seen anything like it, It goes up 
60 feet in the air and it has those 
columns up, with a dome on the top. In 
the dome I believe it says, ‘I sing to 
thee my God' In Hebrew in gold letters. 
There are columns, white poles: I guess 
they're columns. Is that what you'd call 
them here? He was put in the ground 
right in the centre on the top of the 
hill, There are steps coming down fram 
the top of the hill to the bottom: and 
water is flowing from the top of the 
hill down these steps. 

“In this momument there's a statue in 
bronze, down on the knee, reaching out 
to hig public in his famous pose, as 
much as to say, ‘I love you’, I suppose. 
You've got ta see it to believe it." 

Sad to relate that when the British 
public saw ΑἹ Jolson, Jun. they did not 
helleve it. His elght-week tour of Britain 
finished after only two nights and laat 
week he flew home to California.

SAN'A, Yemen.— 
gana is still medieval. Travellers ar- 
riving after dusk remam outside its 
seven-gate wall ἘΠῚ} dawn breaks, Yet 
it is also one of the most sophisticated 
and politically saturated towng in the 
Middle East. 3 
Cafes in “All Mugani” street — which 
has just become the old captial’s first 
paved street — are crowded with men 
of all politica! shades exchanging accu- 
sations or spreading gossip. 
Throughout the day they pass through 
the same streets where rockets fired by 
the Royalists in the 70-day slege of San'a 
fell, to the Republican Palace where al- 
ready Army officers, traditional politic- 
jans and tribal sheikhe gather in the 
corriders. The show is completed by 
tribesmen in a carnival of dresseg storm- 
ing the palace courtyard chanting the 
“Zamel" (war songs). They are support- 
ing the Republican regime but also as- 
eerting their place. 


Dominates scene 


This is the time for lobbying, And this 
Modern practice of politics, in which 
Yemenis are proving their talent, domi- 
nates the San'a scene. Behind this acti- 
vity are a few young men, with “city- 
tired faces,” as some old Yemenis say. 
These men are now challenging 
the traditional grip of power in the Re- 
publican camp. They are forcing the mo- 
derates, including’ tribal heads, to sink 
their differences ag they press for a new 
future for the Yemen. 

Some define these young men as “ex- 
tremists,” others brand them the “angry 
men.” But they are tired of the old way 
of politics and hope for a change and an 
end to the six-year civil war. In their po- 
litical thinking they remain radicals 
though some are quite left-wing. 

These are the Popular Resistance 
Forces. Some are intellectuals, others are 
workers employed by the Chinese-built 
textHe factory. But most of them are 
shop-keepers, artisans and members of 
the flourlshing petite vdvourgeoisie. 


Siege provided chance 


‘The Royalists’ siege of San'a in De- 
cember brought these men their chance. 
They saw that the Royalists’ offensive 
‘would lead to the town’s collapse from 
the inside if panic spread amongst the 
inhabitants out of fear of looting or 
starvation, Τὰ the beginning the job of 
the Resistance Forces was easy. They 
confiscated all food and kerosive gas left 
in town, and subjected every commodity 
to rationing. When government officials 
and army leaders fied to Hoddelda they 
joined with the emall but hard-core force 
of paratroops and commandos and should- 
ered the renponsibility of defending San'a. 

They forced the Prime Minister and 
Armed Forces Commander, Major Hussan 
Ameri, to promote the leader of the 
paratroops, Major Abdul Rageeb Abdul- 
la, Chief of Staff-of the Armed Forces.

Angry young men with “city-tired faces” are pressing old-style 
moderates in San’a to bury their differences and build a new 
future for the country. OFNS correspondent MOHAMMED 
NASSER MOHAMED in this concluding instalment of his 
report (the first appeared yesterday) outlines the political 
forces now active in Republican Yemen. 


They also athracted attention in the Press 
of other Arab countries.

Angered by their defiance, the Gover- 
nor of Hoddeida and one of the tribal 
leaders gave the signal for a small Army 
force to break through the “rebel” lines.

Louis Mintz 


Moving the fashion industry 


TEL Aviv, — 

ARDY Amics is coming to Israel, and 

his visit here may well be “a great 
fillip and source of encourugement to 
the manufacturers of this coumtry,” says 
Lowis Mintz, here for the 20th anniver- 
sary celebrations and meetings with the 
fashion industry. 

Louis Mintz is managing-director of 
the House of Selincourt, the large Lon- 
don fashion group that controls Hardy 
Amies and Frank Usher among many 
other high fashion firms in 150 ready- 
to-wear retail specialty shops. He was a 
member of the Steering Committee of 
the fashion section of the Economie Con- 
ference in Jerusalem last month, coordinat- 
ing the fashion discussions !n general. 

Mr. Mints wes proposed for the presid- 
ency of the Textile and Fashion Educa- 
tional Fund at a meeting held in Tel Aviv 
yesterday, under the chairmanship of Zal- 
man Suzayeff. President of the Israel Ma- 
nnfacturers’ Association. A textile and fas 
shion faculty will be set up at tho Haifa 
Technion, it was also decided yesterday. 

Energetic and outspoken. and a firm 
believer that where criticism is needed it 
should be voiced, Mr. Mintz acts positively 
and to the point. 

Hardy Amiex expressed a desire to do 
something for Israel, Mr. Mintz says. “So 
I said — be my guest, come out and do 
something.” He arrives tomorrow. and for a 
week he will lecture throughout the country 
to manufacturers and designers, visiting fac- 
tories and giving advice and ideas on both 
fashion and textile trends. More important 
still, to a man ag astute and far-sighted 
as Louis Mintz, is that Mr. Amies will 
also be lecturing to trainees. and per- 
haps just as important, to buyers. 

There is top much petty individualism 
here. Mr. Mintz feels. Small companies 
without al! the necessary resources work- 
ing frantically against each other in com- 
petition for the limited home market. 
They could and should be pooling their 
resources, working together to achieve a 
strong Israeli position - in the international 
fashion and textile world.

AMMAN (Reuter). — Transit trade through 
Akaba increased during the first three 
months of this year, mainly because ofthe 
closure of the Suez Canal. This trade ac- 
counted for eight per cent of the goods 
handled in the port. 

The Port Administration said that the 
total volume of the transit trade during 
this period was: more than 16,00) tons 
while the total volume of goods handled 
by the port was 130,000 tons.

War contributed to 


juvenile delinquency 


There were fewer juvenile delinquents in 
Ysrael during 1967 than the previous year, 
put they committed more crimes. One of | 
the probable causes for the increase was” 
the Six Day War, according to 2 police 
report presented to the press in Jerusalem 
on Monday. 

The report says 9,209 minors were placed 
on probation during the year, 11 per cent 
fewer than in 1966. But 20.763 offences were 
committed, an increase of 11 per cent. 

Before the War, the rate of increase in 
juvenile crime was 1.1 per cent over 1966. 
After June, it soared to 184 per cent, in- 
dicating that the war had an adverse effect 
on the rate.

One of 
Nasger's chief alms in thia respect is held 
to be to drive a wedge between Isracl and 
the ILS. and isnlate Israel] in the inter~ 
national arena, 


Regarding the Soviet Union, 
the U.S.S.R. Is seeking a political so- 
lution In the Middle East and is opposed 
to the use of force by the Arabs in the 
near future. This line is motivated prima- 
rily by the basle Saviet position which 
Opposes any sort of military confronta~ 
tion with the U.S. in this area, The fact 
thal the Soviet Union at the same time hes 
completely restored the military equipment 
lost by the Egyptian and Syrian armies 
during the Six Day Wsr, and even In- 
ereased their strength over last year, is 
seen as aimed mainly at protecting the 
incunabent regimes and incidentally streng- 
thening the Soviet presence in the area. 
Since the Six Day War, Egypt hag become 
fat more dependent on the Soviet Union 
than Syria, it is thought. 


Defence budget bills 
pass first readings 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 
The Knesset yesterday approved, on the first reading. the Supplementary 
Budget Bill allocating an extra IL500m. for security needs, and the Defence 
Loan Bill, allowing the Treasury to raise LL300m. by voluntary subscription. 


Fatah pair tried for 


The only vutes against both bills were 
from the New Communist faction. The Free 
Centre did not cast ballets, while Mr, Uri 
Avxneri (Ha‘olam Hazch) abstained on the 
budget, but voted for the loan. 

Summing up the debate, Finance Minis- 
ter Pinhas Sapir said he would certainly 
never give his word that the 1L2,200m. now 
®oing for security was the final figure, and 
that more money would not be needed, As 
it Is, he said, 35 agorot of every pound are 
earmarked for security, In the form of di- 
rect allocations, while cven larger sums are 
involved, if we allow for indirect alloca- 
tions too. 

Some of the items for which we necd 
the moncy became effective only around 
April 3, Mr. Sapir said, adding that be was 
not referring to secret weapons, but to re-~ 
ular defence Items, When the situation 
along the Jordan Volley on some days was 
worse than it used to be along the Syrian 
border one could not refuse the settlers 
there when they presented elementary de- 
mands involving thelr security. 

Mr. Sapir devoted a large part of his 
speech to rebutting bitter criticism of both 
hills by Mr. Zalman Abramov (Gahal). 
Though saying ne would vote for them, Mr. 
Abramov had suid that the Treasury al- 
Wrys seemed to be caught napping, suddenly 
waking to the need to cover unanticipated 
expenditures. He had charged that the 
Treasury had been disingenuous when it 
spoke of tax relief at the recent Jerusalem 
Ecanomie Conference. 

The Finance Minister said tiat the Gahal 
Ministers In the National Unity Cabinet had 
approved both bills without question, Tax 
reductions on a range of items this year 
were puting ILS00m. back into the pockets 
of the public, and when it came to the vo- 
luntary Ioan cvcryone would be guided by 
the dictates of his own conscience. 

The Treasury needs all the extra IL500m., 
for security, and will spend every pound of 
it on security, Mr. Sapir stressed. Had the 
Treasury not decided to ask for a supple- 
mentary budget, it would just have hed to 
print the paper. That would have been the 
surest way to econontie intlation and mone- 
lary devaluation, he said.

LYDDA. — Two men accused of being top 
Fatah leaders went on trial before the mili- 
tary tribunal here yesterday for the murder 
of a watchman near Abu Gosh on March 1. 
They arc Kamal Nammer, 26, and Willtam 
Najib Nassar, 22, who. both say they had 
Jewish mothers. They are Siable to the 
death penalty, 

Both were trapped in the massive police 
dragnet that went out after the Abu Gash 
killing and sabotage. In all, two Fatah 
were kilNed and 18 arrested, 

Yesterday, both pleaded “not guilty” to 
charges of murdering the Druse watchman, 
to iegal possession of arms and ammuni- 
tion and to Jayine mines in Jerusalem. 

According ta hia statement to police, 
read into the record yesterdsy, Nammer 
picked out over a dozen “comrades-in- 
arms" from polize photo files, and gave 
police details of Fatah operations, He also 
showed no surprise when police told him 
how his deguly, William Nassar, had in- 
formed on him. “I was sure Nassar had 
turned me in. When they came to arrest 
me, I saw ἃ man sitting in the jeep who 
covered his head, hut I Knew it was Nas- 
sar.” a¢ said in the statement, 

He confessed that the idea behind the 
Abu Gosh sabotage mission was to re- 
venge the killing of Arab leader Abdul 
Kader el-Husseini in 1948, They were going 
to “get” an Arab who ran the petrol sta- 
tion at Abu Gosh, “but luckily for him, 
he never turned up.” Fatah blame this 
man, a Shlomo Amira, for el-Husseint's 
death ‘jn the fighting for the Castel), he 
said. 

Then he told how the gang of four drove to 
the scene in a stolen jeep, while he follawed 
In his private car. The morning after the 
murder, he even drove ta Tel Aviv to re- 
pair his head lamps. He paid a visit to his 
Israeli cousin, Rahel Kidron, and an aunt, 
Hana Kiciner, 

It was a letter to a mysterious “uncle” 
in which Nammer told of the sabotage in 
exaggerated detail which fell into policc 
hands that finally induced him to “confess 
everything”. 

When police came to arrest him at his 
home in Hast Jerusalem, Nammer made.a 
desperate dash out through a window, 
scattering Chinese-made “button mines” 
behind him to thwart his pursuers. 

The second accused, Nassar, announced 
that he was “proud” of what he had done, 
that he was entitled to prisoner-of-war 
status and that the court had no authority 
to try him. The President of the court 
ruled him out of order. 

Neither of the accused has accepted the

Moshe Carmel, the Minister 
of Transport, then front commander in the 
North, and Mr. Avraham Peled, who led 
the 2@nd battalion in its conquest of the 
town. 

The meeting was part of Acre’s 20th 
anniversary celebration. 

Mr. Carmel revealed that bis brigade had 
employed Arabic-speaking soldiers to ap- 
peal to the Arab population ta surrender. 
Anather unit was activated at sea to keep 
reinforcements and supplies from coming 
by boat 

In the name of the Acre convicts, Mr. 
Ze'ey Katz, now secretary of the Haifa 
retailers’ asgociation, called on the govern- 
ment to turn the fortress, now αὶ mental 
home, into a museum.

TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut Centrai Com- 
mittce ig meeting tomorrow to decide on 
the rates of the “political tax” which the 
Histadrut intends to introduce to finance 
the election expenses of its compouent psr- 
ties. On Sunday, the Executive will mect 
to give formal Histadrut backing to the 
scheme. 

While tt bas been gencrally agreed that 
the “tax” should. not excced half a per cent 
of a wage-earmer's salary, some members of 
the committee drafting the proposal arc re- 
ported insisting that those who carn over 
IL700. should: pay a: bit more. It is cstima- 
ted that the extra onc tenth of one per 
eent in the higher brackets would vicld un 
extra ILtim. to the politica] parties con- 
cerned,

Kelet strike ends 


TIBERIAS, — Work in the Kelet piywood 
plant at Afikim resumed yesterday follow- 
ing the end of the sit-down strike by 27 
handicapped workers and their families. 
The men, who had been employed on light 
work in the hand-glueing department, were 
put out of their jobs by Jast month's fire, 
which razed that part of their plant. 

They refused all alternative arrangements, 
demanding.to be put back on full pay. They 
began their strike, with their families, on 
Sunday. 

The strikers finally agreed to have the 
dispute submitted to arbitration by the His- 
tadrut.
